Into laws. We all know that where 
these public utilities aro monopolies 
their charges ha\o been exorbitant 
The Pullman service has always boon 
a monopoly and the telephone son ice 
for the most part so 'Where there is 
telephone competition, as in Connella- 
viileand Fnyette county, tho lates and 
seirlce regulate themselves so that 
there are no complaints about them 
So far as this and other similarly 
situated communities are concciucd, 
the proposed law -will not, or should 
not apply.
